If
anything can be more desolate than a

deserted coal village, It is a coal vil-

lage thut Is noj deserted, where every-
thing is black with dirt, where the
children of tender years seem to revel
lu it, and where children of larger
growth join their mothers lu spending
the long hours of the day In picking
over the waste heaps and carrying the
saved lumps of coal to the nearest
merchant to barter for the necessaries
of life. Much as one Is shocked with
the labor of women and children in
connection with the coal mines of
Belgium, he will be even more so In
souio places in Pennsylvania. The
philosophical problems forced upon
one's attention by the waste of coal in
Eastern Pennsylvania are staggering
whether ho try to reconcilo it With the
bunevolence of tho Creator, or whether
he attempts to prescribe a proper
course of human conduct with respect
toil."

If the Professor will only write one
or two more articles on coal topics,
and till further confirm the density
of his ignorance of the subject, he will
prove himself eligible to a position on
the editorial force of the New York
World.

Attorney
Jennings, Miss Emmit and Mr. Morse em-
phatically deny nil statements regarding
quarrels, etc. Mr. Morse is intensely
angry and will seek legal redress.

Bridget Sullivan und Detectlvo Seaver
spent some time together yesterday look-
ing Into the minor details. The appraisal
of the Borden estate has been completed,
but no figures will be given out until
tho report is submitted to the Probate
Court.

District-Attorne- y Knowlton Is In New
Bedford. Regarding the publication, he
expressed the opinion that the case
would not bo hurt thereby.

Mr. Jennings made the following
statement to n reporter:

"The matter, published in a Boston
paper relating to tho murders of Andrew
j. Borden and his wife is a tissue of
lies.

"I have ondeavorod to And out about
Mr. and Mrs. Fred Chaso at tho number
indicated 182 Fourth street, Fall River.

"There is not only no such number, but
not any within 40 of it. There is no such
name as George F. Sissou in tho direct-
ory, nor can I And any person who knows
anybody by that name.

Hie kernel of tho whole malicious
story deals with a condition which is ab-
solutely disproved by thing found In tho
cellar by the prosecution und admitted to
be what Miss Lizzie claimed they were.

"aubsequent events have conlirmedther
claim."

Morse says that tho whole story is abso
lutely fnlso, not a word of truth in it.
The Reagan story has already been denied
by Hiss Emma and Miss Lizzie, und was
admitted . by Mrs. Reagan to bo falso to
ut least six persons.

A member of tho police force says that
the names used in the story indicated nre
iicticious,but thu matter is substantially
true.

The following are two of the stories re
ferred to;

Air. and ilrs. Frederick Ubase, ol I'all
River, nnd Mrs. Abiuail Manchester,
their daughter, were friends of the elder
Borden, and visited them on the evening
previous to the murder.
